Althou gh all of the 
Rep u blican 
candidates in the recent city election 
hav e filed their ex p ense 
accou nts 
with the cou nty clerk and receiv ed 
their certificates of 
election 
from 
Thomas Gau ley , city clerk , according 
to law’, many of the other candidates 
hav e so far neglected to file their ex - 
j>ense 
accou nts and 
shou ld tak e 
warning and comp ly with the law 
w’hile there is y et time. 
The idea that only the su ccessfu l 
candidates hav e to file these affida­ 
v its is erroneou s as the law states 
that ev ery candidate mu st file one, 
no m atter whether he was su ccess­ 
fu l or not. The candidates are com­ 
p elled to file their ex p ense accou nts 
with the cou nty clerk and a du p licate 
with the city clerk . The law’ also ap ­ 
p lies to the candidates in the tow’n 
elections in Carthage and Glenwood. 
The treasu rers 
of the 
p olitical 
committees are also requ ired to file 
statem ent showing the amou nt of 
money they handled du ring the cam­ 
p aign and giv ing an itemized accou nt 
of how the money w’as collected and 
from whom and how’ it w’as sp ent and 
to whom. 
So far only one- of the 
p olitical p arties has comp lied with 
this section of the law’. 
That is the 
Bu ll Moose p arty . 
The treasu rer of 
the Progressiv e central 
committee, 
John 
Abercrombie, has 
filed his 
statement. 
The statem ent 
shows 
that the 
Progressiv e camp aign fu nd w’as com­ 
p osed of $28 .31, which was sp ent for 
adv ertising and p rinting. 
Most of 
the money was collected by p assing 
the hat at the conv ention. 
Under the 19 11 act there is more 
or less confu sion relativ e to the of­ 
ficial with whom 
these 
statem ents 
shou ld 
he 
filed 
bu t the 
corru p t 
p ractices act was amended by the 
19 13 legislatu re and the act now 
states that the statem ents 
mu st he 
filed with the cou nty clerk . 
The act 
as amended say s that ev ery candi­ 
date for p u blic office, within thirty 
day s after the election, shall mak e 
ou t and file w’ith the cou nty clerk 
in the cou nty in which he resides, a 
fu ll, tru e and itemized statem ent in 
writing, which 
statem ent shall be 
sw’orn and 
su bscribed 
to, betting 
forth all money s sp ent and all p rom­ 
ises made 
p rov iding 
any thing of 
v alu e was p romised. 
The p enalty 
p rov ides for a 
fine 
and imp risonment. 
That p art of the 
law* is as follows: 
Any p erson v io­ 
lating or failing to comp ly with any 
of the p rov isions of this section shall 
be gu ilty of a misdemeanor and u p on 
conv iction thereof shall be fined not 
less than three hu ndred dollars, or 
more than two thou sand dollars, or 
imp risoned for more than one y ear, 
or both fined and imp risoned in the 
discretion of the cou rt or ju ry try ing 
said cau se. 
Of the candidates that hav e filed 
their statem ents, George Hall, candi­ 
date for may or on the Democratic 
tick et, sp ent the largest su m. 
The 
ex p ense accou nt of Mr. Hall shows 
that he contribu ted $20 to the Demo­ 
cratic camp aign fu nd and sp ent $2 
for cards. 
Mr. Hall made no p rom­ 
ises, according to the statement. 
R.

W ashingto n, No v . 13.—The co nfer­ 
ence o f senate Demo crats was su d ­ 
d enly halted o n assu rance fro m Sena­ 
to r Owen, chairman o f the senate 
banking and cu rrency co mmittee, that 
a m ajo rity o f the co mmittee wo u ld be 
able to make a rep o rt to the senate 
o n the cu rrency bill within a week o r 
ten d ay s. 
This p ro bably means that 
there will be no cau cu s actio n o n the 
cu rrency q u estio n and that the bill 
will be carried d irect to the flo o r o f 
the senate. 
As so o n as the co nference met, 
Chairman Owen to o k the flo o r and 
mad e an ex p lanatio n o f what had been 
d o ne u p to d ate in co mmittee 
and 
asked 
fo r 
fu rther 
time. 
Senato r 
Owen’s sp eech was p ractically the 
o nly o ne mad e in the co nference. 
After he had co nclu d ed his ex p lana­ 
tio ns there was a brief interchange o f 
v iews and a mo tio n was mad e to ad ­ 
jo u rn the co nference su bject to the 
call o f the chairman, which was u nani­ 
mo u sly carried . 
The co nference was 
In sessio n an ho u r and twenty min­ 
u tes. Mo st o f the Demo cratic lead eis 
ex p ressed the belief that it wo u ld no t 
be reco nv ened p rio r to rep o rting the 
bill to the senate. 
Six Demo cratic members o f the 
finance co mmittee were in sessio n 
last night p erfecting a bill. 
The fu ll 
membership o f the senate banking and 
cu rrency bill met this mo rning at IO 
o ’clo ck. It is likely that a final effo rt 
will be mad e to reach so me so rt o f 
agreem ent by which a rep o rt can be 
mad e to the senate nex t week. 
So me 
o f the Rep u blican members o f the 
co mmittee hav e intimated that they 
m ight jo in in a rep o rt with the p riv i­ 
lege o f reserv atio ns fo r filing ind iv id ­ 
u al statem ents o f v iews. One o f these 
is Senato r Crawfo rd . 
It will be o bserv ed that no twith­ 
stand ing Presid ent W ilso n’s Insistence 
o n at least nine regio nal banks, the 
bill agreed o n tentativ ely p ro v id ed fo r 
eight regio nal bty iks, which is su p ­ 
p o sed to be the last wo rd o f the p res­ 
id ent o n this featu re o f the bill. 
Senato r Hitchco ck is said to hav e 
been talking in a co nciliato ry way to 
so me o f his Demo cratic lead ers. 
He 
may co ncu r in a rep o rt reserv ing the 
right to file ex cep tio ns in the senate. 
At the Demo cratic co nference o f the 
banking co mmittee a slight change 
was mad e in the p lan o f cap italizatio n 
fo r the reserv e asso ciatio ns. 
It was 
v o ted to make it 6 p er cent o f cap ital 
and su rp lu s o f the banks inclu d ed , 
which wo u ld make a to tal cap italiza­ 
tio n o f $106 ,000,000. Demo cratic mem­

it will be

Negotiations With Mexican Gov­ 


ernment Broken Off. 


HUERTA I6N0BES ULTIMATUM 


Long Pending C risis In the Relations 


Between T h is Government and That 


of the Mexican Dictator W a s Precip­ 


itated W hen John Lind, the Presi­ 


dent's Envoy, Took a Hurried De­ 


parture From Mexican Capital. 


Mexico City, Nov . 13—John Lind. 
P resident W ilson’s special env oy in 
Mexico, and Cap tain Burnside, the 
U nited S tates nav al attache here, left 
Mexico City last ev ening for Vera 
Cruz. 
It is b eliev ed here that all 
A m ericans may hav e to flee from the 
country v suddenly. 
It was announced 
after Mr. Lind’s dep arture that all ne­ 
gotiations b etw een the U nited States 
and the H uerta gov ernm ent hav e b een 
ended. 
Prev ious to his dep arture Mr. Lind 
deliv ered an 
ultim atum to G eneral 
H uerta inform ing the prov isional pres­ 
ident that unless the congress soon to 
b e conv ened in Mexico City b e dis­ 
solv ed and that assurances to this ef­ 
fect b e giv en b y General H uerta b y 6 
o’clock last ev ening, the U nited States 
would hav e no further com m unication 
w hatev er w ith Mexico. 
At 6 o’clock no answ er hod b een re­ 
ceiv ed from H uerta, and Mr. Lind p re­ 
p ared to leav e for Vera Cruz at once. 


OTHER NATIONS INTERESTED 


Anxiety Expressed on All Sides Re­ 


garding Mexican Conditions. 
W ashington, Nov . 13.— Foreign na­ 
tions still are deeply concerned ov er 
the p rotection of the liv es and prop­ 
erty of their citizens in Mexico. 
This 
fact was em phasized when Am b assa­ 
dor Chinda of Jap an called at the state 
dep artm ent and inform ed 
Secretary 
Bryan that Jap an is sending a b attle­ 
ship to the w est coast of Mexico. The 
am b assador made it clear tha t the 
m ikado’s 
gov ernm ent 
desired 
the 
United S tates to know in adv ance that 
the sending of this w arship is merely 
a p recautionary m easure for the pro­ 
tection of Jap anese sub jects in Mexico 
It was not disclosed at the state de­ 
p artm ent to w hat p ort the Jap anese 
w ar v essel is going. 
Germ any has two cruisers on the 
east coast of Mexico, and France had 
decided to send a b attleship , b ut re­ 
called' the order when the sending of 
these foreign v essels b egan to he com 
m ented on In the United S tates as ev i 
dence of a lack of confidence in the 
W ilson policy tow ard Mexico. Tile de­ 
cision of Jap an indicates that the fear 
of foreign gov ernm ents for the suc­ 
cessful outcome of this gov ernm ent’s 
policy tow ard Mexico is 
increasing 
No ob jection has of course b een raised 
to the sending of the Jap anese w ar­ 
ship. 
The indications are that the pub lic 
will know within a v ery short tim e the 
policy which P resident W ilson will 
p ursue tow ard Mexico and the details 
of w hat he already has attem p ted to 
do in Mexico City. 
It was officially 
acknowledged that the p resident will 
Issue a statem en t soon containing this 
inform ation. 
This 
statem ent 
undoub tedly 
will 
serv e notice on the world tha t the 
U nited S tates will not recognize the 
acts of the Mexican dictator or of the 
congress ab out to conv ene, and that 
this gov ernm ent will continue to in 
si st tha t H uerta m ust go. 
It is possi 
hie also that the docum ent will contain 
a definite statem ent of the step s which 
the p resident intends to take in the 
im m ediate future. 
The b elief here is tha t the sub stance 
of the m easure already’ has b een com 
m unicated to the p rincip al Europ ean 
powers. 
The attitude of the p resident and 
the state dep artm ent is still one of 
waiting. 
N othing will b e done b y the 
p resident and his adv isers until the 
Europ ean pow ers hav e had an oppor­ 
tunity to show their attitude tow ard 
the policy of this gov ernm ent. 
If the 
Europ ean gov ernm ents v oluntarily of­ 
fer their sup p ort, as now seem s possi 
hie, H uerta’s hold in the opinion of 
W ashington 
officials, 
soon 
will 
b e 
b roken through financial starv ation. 
Ev idence is accum ulating in W ash 
ington tha t a policy of co-operation 
with C arranza and his forces is likely 
to b e the one adop ted b y President 
W ilson in the ev ent this gov ep im ent 
is forced into drastic action. 
T here is 
little doub t here now that W illiam 
Bayard Hale, the w riter, Is rep resent 
ing this gov ernm ent in an unofficial 
cap acity in com m unicating with Oar 
ranza. 
P resident W ilson has denied 
that Hale was intrusted with any m is­ 
sion from him, b ut indications p oint 
clearly to the fact that Dr. Hale is at 
least gathering inform ation for the 
state dep artm ent. 
The conferences 
that hav e b een held b etw een him and 
General C arranza at Nogales, are in­ 
terp reted in official circles here as the 
first open mov e b y the U nited S tates 
to show its in terest in the Constitu­ 
tionalist gov ernm ent. 
Sentim ent in the senate in fav or of 
lifting the em b argo on arm s along the 
Mexican b order is increasing. 
T here 
is little doub t now’ that such a policy, 
if it finally m eets the indorsem ent of 
the p resident, will m eet w ith the fav or 
. o f a ma jo rity o f 
the sena te.
